The prfiblem of smoking and 
narcotic education is a continu­ 
ous effort at Palm Springs high 
school 
throughout 
the 
school 
year. Dr. Arthur G. Hoff, schools 
sunerin1 undent. reported todav. 
Besides education, an effective 
enforcement program has been 
developed. 
The best known facts to date 
about smoking and narcotics are 
tau g h t in science c la sse s, health 
an d physical education classes 
as a part of the regular course 
of study. In addition, incidental 
teaching is done by all instruc­ 
tors. 


ADMINISTRATORS, 
teachers 
an d pupils are continuously vig­ 
ilant in preventing smoking on 
the school grounds, with the s t u ­ 
dent council playing an im por­ 
tant role in Hie campaign, Dr. 
Hoff said. 
Procedure in the prevention of 
sm oking on the school grounds 
and school buses is very com ­ 
prehensive 
First, at the beginning of the 
school year, the problem is e x ­ 
haustively discussed in general 
assemblies, all physical ed u ca­ 
tion classes, and hoys and girls 
league meetings. Provisions of 
the school code with regard to 
sm oking are printed in the S tu ­ 
dent Handbook, which is given 
to each student. 


WHEN A PUPIL IS reported to 
have tobacco in his possession, 
or 
smoking

grounds, a citation is issued and 
a parent conference held. Each 


■ pupil who has been cited is im­ 
mediately counseled,

ally admonislx'd. referred to the 
provisions of ihe school code, 
and warned that subsequent of­ 
fense will result in his imme­ 
diate suspension from school.

DAVIDSON, 
president 
of the hotel association who pre­ 
sided al the luncheon meeting, 
explained the reasoning which 
led lo I lie adoption of the res­ 
olution. 
"Ii is the strong belief of di­ 
rectors of the Palm Springs Hotel 
and Apartment association that 
nothing progressive has resulted 
for the good of Palm Springs in 
the m anagem ent of the Palm 
Springs Chamber of Commerce 
under its present director.
